steel industry today disclosed

had submitted a new contract pro­ 
posal to the United Steelwork ers 
Union. The union prom ptly a n­ 
nounced rejection of the offer. 
The union in a formal statem ent

Wo rth Abo ut ‘24 Cents 
The union estimated the latest 
offer as being worth about 24 cents 
an hour over the three-year peri­ 
od. It estimated the previous offer 
at 23.8 cents an hour. 
In disclosing the latest offer, 
R. 
i Conrad Cooper, chief industry ne­ 
gotiator, estimated it would cost 
j the companies 30 cents an hour 
over a three year period. 
The industry valued the Oct. 17 
offer at 29.4 cents an hour over 
the three year period. 
On the basis of the industry’s 
two estimates, the new proposal 
is an improvement of six-tenths 
of a cent over three years. 
Cooper said in a prepared state­ 
ment: 
“ The proposal is a fair offer to 
do what can be done and still 
k eep 
w i t hi n 
non - inflationary 
bounds in the cost of steel pro­ 
duction.”

The union statement said:

this latest company offer and the 
earlier offers is a small pension 
improvement which the union ac­ 
tuary estimates is worth less than 
one-third of one cent.”

SVMM IT CO N FEREN CES 
The idea of a Summit Conference is not new. 
Such meetings ha\e often taken place in history. 
Probably the greatest of them in modern times 
was the Congress of Vienna held after the Napo­ 
leonic War*. Present at this Congress were the 
Em peiors of Austria and Russia, the Kings of 
Prussia, 
Bavaria, W ü rttemberg, Denmark 
and 
many lesser princes. Also Metternich and Talley­ 
rand were there and they were the principal 
diplomats of Europe, the men who really broke 
the hack of Napoleon. Talleyrand was the most 
brilliant diplomat and politician of his day and it 
was largely due to his cunning that France sur­ 
vived. 
The Europe df the years between 1815 and 
1914 was made by the Treaty of Vienna. It was 
an era of peace with only sporadic, limited wars 
Naturallv the Great Powers were never in agree­ 
ment and many side conferences had to be held 
as so much of the world had to be rearranged. 
Also a number of limited wars and revolutions 
occurred. The emergence of Germany and its sub­ 
stitution for Austria, that is the substitution of 
Hohenzollem for Hapsburg, and the emergence 
of Japan as the principal country in East Asia 
and as an industrial and commercial competitor 
of both G teat Britain and Germany brought, in 
1914. the era of the Congress of Vienna to an end. 
This era witnessed no general war for nearly a 
century. 
In recent year* there have been several Summit 
Conferences. Teheran in December 1943. attended 
by Roosvelt, Churchill and Stalin; Cairo in No­ 
vember 1943. attended by Roosevelt. Churchill 
and Chiang Kai-shek; Yalta in February 1945, a t­ 
tended by Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin; Pots­ 
dam in July 1945. attended by Truman. Churchill, 
then Attlee, and Stalin; Geneva in July 1955, a t­ 
tended by Eisenhower, Eden. Fame, Bulganin and 
Khrushchev. At Geneva, John Foster Dulles was 
also present and. in fact, represented the entire 
W estern Alliance in the sense that he, ra the r than 
Eisenhower, was symbolic of the resistance to 
Soviet Russia. 
There have been other top level conferences 
at which Roosevelt and Churchill met. There have 
been 
numerous 
foreign 
ministers’ 
conferences 
which have been of equal importance with what 
are called Summit Conferences. For instance, the 
London Economic Conference in 1933. at which 
this country was represented by Cordell Hull and 
Ravmond Moley, might have saved the world from 
World W ar II had it not been scuttled by F ra n k ­ 
lin D. Roosevelt who had no understanding of the 
science of money and is reported to have flipped 
a coin to make a decision about the value of gold. 
The coin fell on the wrong side. 
The forthcoming Summit. Conference is to be 
attended by Eisenhower. Macmillan, Khrushchev, 
de Gaulle, with somebody from West and East 
G ermany as witnesses. Nobody can be a prophet 
about such things. A thousand imponderables may 
m ake a failure of the conference just as the death 
of John Foster Dulles brought an unbelievable 
weakening of American policy. 
- 
However it would appear at the moment that 
the United States and Soviet Russia desiring the 
Summit Conference to have a measure of success, 
a w ay will he found to win ovtjr de Gaulle and 
Adenauer. 
The United 
States, as 
a 
practical 
measure, may agree to de Gaulle's program in Al­ 
geria and Soviet Russia may. as a practical meas­ 
ure, stop interfering in the affairs of West Ger­ 
many. 
As a m atter of fact, Soviet Russia has a strong 
stake in the continued existence of West Ger­ 
many. Although American-based companies may 
not freely trade with Soviet Russia. West Ger­ 
man companies, even though they may be Ameri­ 
can-owned, do deal with Soviet Russia. 
Also. 
European 
companies 
which 
are 
licencees 
of 
American companies and either import parts from 
the United States for assemblage in Europe or 
m anufacture goods in European countries under 
American licenses sell such goods to Iron Curtain 
countries, including Soviet Russia. The methods 
of accomplishing this are various. 
Thus, Soviet Russia, by these channels, may 
obtain American goods despite an American em ­ 
bargo. 
It is very doubtful w hether Soviet Russia 
would, at this historic moment, w ant to risk 
antagonizing the Common Market countries which 
can 
provide 
m anufactured 
goods, 
particularly 
metals of which Soviet Russia has a deficiency, 
and can purchase or barter minerals, and other 
raw m aterials from Soviet Russia. It is therefore 
unreasonable to expect that de Gaulle will be 
played down either by Eisenhower or Khrushchev, 
no m a tte r what else happens at the next Summit 
Conference.

Patients Can Benefit From 


Physician-Clergyman Accord

Only a single generation has passed since Dr. 
Richard Cabot and the Rev, Russell Dicks under­ 
took joint care of patients in the Massachusetts 
General Hospital. From their experiences, they 
wrote a historic book called “Ministering to the 
Sick.” 
Today, every progressive theological seminary 
has a clinical training program that includes ex­ 
posure of the student to patient care in hospital 
wards. Most progressive hospitals have a chap­ 
lain or a group of chaplains, representing several 
denominations, whose duties include administer­ 
ing to the sick and aiding members of the medical 
staff to recognize and deal with the spiritual fac­ 
tor in illness. There IS one—of that I am sure. 
The Rev. Granger E. Westberg, associate pro­ 
fessor of religion in the University of Chicago’s 
School of Medicine, makes the observation that 
doctors and clergymen show a "reluctance to 
work together on a professional level," although 
they are on a first-name basis when they meet 
socially in and out of the hospital. 
In my experience, this reluctance is even more 
pronounced 
outside 
the 
hospital 
to 
the 
dis­ 
advantage of all concerned. 
Meetings 
of 
family 
physician 
and 
family 
clergvman on a professional level are generally 
limited to occasions when the physician attends 
church or the clergyman becomes a patient. 
Without presuming to enter into the reasons 
for this unhealthy aloofness, I should like to point 
out a few of the many advantages that may grow 
out of a closely knit interrelationship of family 
doctor and family theologian, w hether of the 
same or any other denomination: 
• The clergyman may alert the physician to 
personal and domestic situations that 
have a 
direct bearing on nervous and emotional symp­ 
toms and manifestations. By so doing, he effects 
a great saving in the time consumed with history- 
taking and may clear 
up an illness 
that 
has 
hitherto baffled the doctor. 
• The physician may give a green light to 
"pastoral treatm ent” of personal and interper­ 
sonal problems. He may flash "red” if he suspects 
that the clergyman is becoming involved in a 
problem or situation that requires expert j>sychi- 
atric attention. 
• The clergyman helps the practitioner by 
getting the active co-operation of an unruly pa­ 
tient; by supporting the physician’s recommenda­ 
tions for surgery or constitutionalization 
of 
a 
backward child or troublesome parent; or by a 
vote of confidence when there is a threatened 
breakdown of the doctor-patient relationship. 
• The physician helps the clergyman and les­ 
sens the weight of his own heavy burden by en­ 
couraging a renewal of religious affiliation during 
times of acute stress, in the long course of chronic 
illness 
or 
throughout

Since only 
the top men — the j 
: heavyweights—could really decide 
j anything, then let them meet and 
'get going. 
This was what Eisenhower was j 
saying in mid-summer: 
1. He doesn’t like the modern 
development 
of 
diplomacy—the 
summit conferences. He consider­ 
ed 
it a 
step backward 
for the 
heads of state to spend their time 
on work that belongs to special­ 
ists, like foreign ministers. 
2. He preferred seeing the min­ 
isters enjoy the exercise of the 
great authority given them in the 
19th century. 
As an example of what he didn’t 
like about 
the summit 
idea 
he 
cited 
the 
1807 
meeting 
between 
Napoleon and Czar Alexander of 
Russia on a raft in the River Nio- 
men near Tilsit. They talked of 
dividing up the world but later be­ 
came fierce enemies. 
But there were some very prac- 
1 tieal and excellent reasons for let­ 
ting 
foreign 
ministers 
do 
the 
meeting in the 19th century. Get- 
ling to and from an internation­ 
al meeting in those days of sail 
, stagecoach, steam and trains took 
weeks or months. 


Time No Barrier Now 


No president would want to he 
out of the country—and actually 
out of touch—so long. 
But with 
j modern air travel presidents and 
prime ministers can go half way 
around the world in a day. meet 
several days, and be home within 
a week. 
And 
while away 
they can he 
kept just as fully informed about 
events 
and 
problems 
at 
home, 
like radio, as they would if they 
through 
modern 
communications 


like radio, as they would if 
had never left Washington. 
True, 
foreign 
ministers, 
specialists in their field, 
into vast detail in reaching 
mcnts that would be beyond the 
scope 
of 
presidents 
and 
prime 
ministers who. not being special­ 
ists, know problems only in a gen­ 
eral way. 


Need General Agreement 


But, 
before the ministers can 
even get into detail, there must | 
be a general agreement. And. as 
Khrushchev points out, they can’t ; 
agree on anything unless the top 
man at home says so. 
That brings the argument hack 
to Khrushchev: Since only the top 
men can really reach agreements, 
then let them meet, try to agree in 
a general way, and, having done 
that, turn the details over to the 
foreign ministers. 
If the spring summit 
meeting; 
proves fruitful at all, it will in­ 
crease 
the 
pressure on

ment heads to meet more often. 
Even a failure wouldn’t discour­
